LEGUMINOUS PEANTS. 
dectelibiicepinanphs 


For Green Manuring and For Feeding. 
Results Gained at Different Stations, 

Farmers’ bulletin No.-16 issned from 
the department of agriculture contains 
a vast fund of information gained from 
reports of experiments conducted -at 
many stations. Following is asummary 
of the whole subject: 

Green manuring improves the phys- 
ical properties of the soil by making the 


> he ge 
r rs 


planv'tdod trom deep Ne eee : 


and deposits it near the surface. Green 
manuring with buckwheat, Hungarian 
grass and other nonleguminous plants 
adds practically nothing to the soil 
which was not there before, except a 
mass of vegetable matter which decays 
and goes to formhumus, Green manur- 
ing, with clovers, peas, beans, lupines, 
etc, (leguminous crops),.actually en- 


riches the soil in nitrogen drawn from-}- 


the air, It is the cheapest means of 
manuring the soil with nitrogen. 

But animals as well as plants re- 
quire nitrogen for food. By feeding the 
., orops of clover, cow peas, ete,, only about 
one-fourth of the fertilizing materials of 
“thecrop-is-lost. if the manure is proper- 
ly cared for. The legumiif 
best utilized when it et fed on the farm 
and the manure sayed and applied to 
the soil. The greatest profit is thus se- 


’ oured, and nearly the same fertility is 


maintained as in green manuring. 

For renovating worn or barren soils, 
and for maintaining the fertility where 
the barnyard manure is not properly 
cared for, green manuring with such le- 


guminous crops as cow peas, clovérs and} 


lupines is recommended. A dressing of 
potash and phosphates will usually be 
sufficient for the green manuring crop. 
The practice of green manuring on me- 
dium and, better classes of soils is irra- 
tional and wasteful. 

The system of soiling or feeding green 
crops in the barn in place of pasturage 
enables a larger number of animals to be 
“kept on a given area of land and the 
manure to be more completely saved. 
For this purpose leguminous crops are 
extremely valuable. Hay from legumi- 
nous crops is about twice as rich in pro- 
tein as hay from grasses. ‘ Leguminous 
crops’ yield larger crops of hay to the 
acre than grasses, Hence the production 
of food materials on an acre, especially 
protein, is several times larger with -le- 
guminous crops. 

If allowed to ripen, the seed of the 


cow. pea and soja bean furnishes an ex-' 


tremely. rich concentrated feed which 
can be ground and fed in place of expen- 
sive commercial feeds: The straw re- 
maining may be fed as coarse fodder, 
for it 2 richer than ordinary hay: Grow 
more’ leguminous crops. They furnish 
the cheapest food for stock and the 
cheapest manuré for the soil. They do 
this because they obtain from the air a 
substance necessary for plants and ani- 
mals alike, which costs in the form of 
fertilizers and feeding stuffs from 15 
to 25 cents a pound, 


Lime as a Fertilizer. 


Massachusetts Pluughman says that 
the reason why lime is not used much 


"in New England ‘is perhaps due to the 


comparative scarcity of limestone in 
most parts of thissection. That it exerts 
a beneficial action upon peaty lands, 
and upon lands that have. been fora 
long time cropped and manured, there 
is abundant evidence in all places where 


it has-ween tried. There are many places’ 


near.our large towns and cities where 
oyster and clam*shells are thrown away 
in considerable quantities. These are 
easily converted into good lime by burn- 


ing them in a limekiln built of bricks | 


for the purpose, or where there is not 
enough demand to warrant the building 
of a kiln for the purpose the shells may 
be imperfectly burned in a heap, con- 
structed with alternate layers of shells 


and: firewood and covered over with a | 


layer of sod to retain the heat, leaving 
a smoke hole in the middle on top. It is 
not necessary to use good wood for this 
purpose. In this way a dressing of lime 
might be cheaply prepared wherever 
shells can be had, and the labor would be 
well repaid in the increased fertility of 


the soil. FS 


Legislation Regarding Mhisect Pests. 

It has been proposed that legislation 
be called to aid in the extermination of 
some of the worst of the insect. pests: 
If laws could be so framed that all 
would be compelled:to exercise the same 
care, great benefit would result and 
millions of dollars be saved, In Cali- 
fornia, Massachusetts and New Jersey 
laws for this purpose have been enacted 


and a penalty fixed for those who break, 


them. California’s” legislation is’ for 
those who grow citrus fruits, Massachu- 
setts legislates against the gypsy moth, 
while New Jersey’s laws cover a still 
broader field, making it ‘‘the duty of 
every agriculturist,-gardener, farmer 
and nurseryman or other cultivator of 
the soil to adopt and apply from time 
to time, in the proper seasons therefor, 
such methods for the destruction of in- 
sects injurious to growing crops and 
fruits ofall kinds as are and may be 
prescribed.in the reports and bulletins 
of the agricultural experiment stations 
in this state.” 


Club Reot In Cabbage. 

Mr.. Gregory of Massachusetts’ says 
tlub root is caused by a fungus which 
only develops on soils deficient in lime 
or potash, Heavy dressings of lime and 
ashes-will..enable cabbage. growers to 


~grow-this-crop-on-the-sameland in suc- 


cession as long as they choose. There is 
no objection to planting out ¢abbage for 
seed on the same ground where it was 
grown the year before. That is the nat- 
ural way it is grown, and it is reasona- 
ble to believe that nature does not make 
a mistake in so ordering the growth of 
seed following that of the crop grown the

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Ww SATHER-CROP BULLETIN, 


Report of the Agrioateaval Rureau For, 
the Week Ending May 28. 

Boston, May 29.--The following crop bul- 

letin has beeu issued from the New Eng- 


land branch * the United States weather 


_Except in southern portions of Maine 
the rain has not been heavy enough to 
damage crops or hinder work to any ex- 
tent, and nearly all report that crops have 
made rapid advancement, New seeded 
ates are improving very fast; grain 
looks well; pastures are abundant.

growth for this time of the year, ease 
potatoes are coming up ih Aroostook 
county, and early ones have been hoed in 
Penobscot county. In Piscataquis and 
Penobscot counties the apple, pear, plum, 
etc,, are in full bloom, and the prospect 
is good for a full crop: Apples and 
strawberries are coming into blossom in 
Aroostook county, 

‘The heavy -and-continued-rain-and lack 
of sunshine has injured crops to some ex- 
tent in central and southern New Hamp- 
shire and Vermont, and has delayed farm 
work to considerable extent. The rains 
haye started grass along wonderfully in 
fields and pastures, bat hoed crops have 
advaticed very slowly, and in some places 
the potatoes and corn have begun to rot 
and will have .to be replanted. In the 
northern part of the states none too much 
rain fell, and grasa is not looking so well, 
and is growing slowly in pastures, Crops 
are coming up well and growing fast. , 

It has been generally too cold for the 
ctops in Massachusetts, except for grass 
and grain. These crops are growing very 
fast now. The rain delayed farm work, 
but no complaint of the seed rotting has 
been received. The frost injured cranber- 
ries in the vicinity of Marshfield, 


and strawberries, to a more or less ex- 


tent, throughout the state, except in part 
of the highland district in central 
Worcester county. In thé extreme north- 


ern-part_of this county currants were 


killed by the frost, low-bushed — blueber- 
ries were much damaged and high- 
bushed ones to some extent, The corre- 
spondent from Winchendon states that 
there is likely to be but few early apples, 
and that the frostof the 15th did moe 
damage there than most other correspond- 
ents _ reported... Wild grape vines. are 
loaded in Bristol county. Pears are set- 
ting finely in Essex and Middlesex coun- 
ties, aud wild berries are blooming very 
full. Tobacco setting has begun in the 
Connecticut valley. Canker .worms are 
at work in unusual numbers in parts of 
Bristol and Essex counties, 

In Rhode Island the weather has been 
cloudy and foggy, but the rain has not 
been excessive. All cropa are pushing 
forward very fast, Hoeing has begun 
and the future looks promising: In~ cen- 
tral and wéstern Connecticut, however, 
very little work has been done on the 
land during the week. Some seed is rot- 
ting and other seed is coming up slowly. 
The earliest potatoes were well up and 
hoed and are doing fAnely, but many 
planted just before the rain are rotting.

Striped Cucumber Beetles. 


In a bulletin issued from the New Jer- 
sey station it is told that the striped cu- 
cumber beetles do the most damage 
when the plants are very young, and 
that they may be looked for early in 
May. These beetles not only attack cu- 
cumber plants, but also melons and 
squashes. ‘Fhe better plan is consequent- 
ly to raise these plants at first under 
glass and then to transplant them when 
they have attained a fair size. If they 
are not started under glass, it is well to 
sow several times as many seeds as need: 
ed in the fields and then to watch them 
closely, destroying the beetles whenever 
possible, Plenty of good plants will thus 
often be saved, even though the beetles do 

iil many, If the beetles appear in num- 
bers after’ the:plants are pretty well es- 
tablished, they should be dusted with 
ary slaked lime or-with--arsenites and 
plaster. If this latter is dusted over the 
plants when the beetles first appear, 
they will be kept down pretty well, and 
the plants will escape any serious dam- 
age. The old beetles should be especial- 
ly killed off before they have a chance 
to lay any eggs.

REARING DOMESTIC TURKEYS. 


Simple Directions by Which This May Be 
Done With Profit. 

A turkey will prove an admirable sit- 
ter frequently. But our young domestic 
cori- 
stant at times. For°this reason the 
Cochin or Brahma hen is-better for the 
foster mother of turkey poults, at least 
in the early season. 

If the hen turkey be used, she will 
cover more eggs and perhaps bring up 
her brood as well as the other, but if 
the attempt be made to get the poults 
out very early in the spring common 
hens will prove the handiest and safest. 
to set turkey eggs under at first, 

Several turkey hens should be set ak 
the same time, so that the chicks of two 
hens may be given to one mother, One 
turkey will take care of 80 young with 


that number. The hen that is released 
from maternal cares will very soon lay 
again and hatch a second clutch. In set- 
ting the hens they should not be near t¢ 
those that are to hatch later. They will 
sometimes abandon their nests .to help 
take care of the chicks that they hear 
near them, When tho poults appear, 

ey should bé left with the mother her 
to attend to invariably. They are ex- 
eeedingly delicate when first hatched 
and must not be. handled. This is the 
time when the younglings will best take 
care of themselves if left severely alone, 
be it remembered. - 

From this time forward they: may 
have all the clabbered milk they will 
eat,-and-the eggs and bread crumbs may 
be discontinued. Give, in addition, a 
little cooked cornmeal, increasing the 
proportion of this each week as_the 
younglings grow older and able to bear 
it. Giving nothing but grain, either 
whole or ground, from the shell, will 
kill nineteen-twentieths of your brood. 
- “After 2 months old the young ones 
may be set at liberty and allowed ta 
follow the roamings of the hen mother. 
Tt is well at first not to let them out too 
early in the morning, while the dew is 
upon the grass. This chilly wet is an 
enemy to the tender young birds. They 
will gather in. the. pastures and, fields 
during their daily wanderings fully one- 
half of_all the sustenance they need. 
Feed them in the morning before they 
start away, and at night they will eat 
heartily of the grain supper you pro- 
vide, and all«of them will ‘‘come home 
to roost’’ at evening. Accustom them to 
-this-daily good cheer- at nightfall, and 
they will always be on hand seasonably 
to. partake of your hospitable bounty. 
-From—June—to-September ‘ they_will_ in.

Advantages of Soiling. 

The advantages of soiling or feeding 
animals largely or wholly on green for- 
age crops in the barn instead of pastur- 
ing them are that less land is required 
to maintain a given number of animals, 
the food supply can be better regulated, 
the animals do not waste their energy 
in searching for food, and the manure 
‘can all be saved and applied to the soil 
The arguments for* partial soiling are 
that the amount of feed furnished by 
pastures'is very irregular, befng usually 
abundant and of good quality early. in 
the séason, but falling off later from 
droughts or early frosts. If soiling is to 
be practiced, it is important to have a 
successionef, green fodders throughout 
the growing season, with each in its 
best stage of growth for feeding. There 
should be no breaks in the succession, 
and each crop should be used as nearly 
as possible at the time when it contains 
the largest amount of valuable food con: 
stituents, 

The growing of a leguminous plant 
anda cereal together, as -oats and peas, 
to be fed as green forage, has proved 
quite popular where it has been tried. 
The experiment stations.in nearly every 
state have tested the adaptability. ot 
various fodder plants, leguminous and 
nonleguminonus, and can furnish infor- 
mation as t0 selection,--wherd seed can 
be obtained, etc.. By a judicious selec- 
tion of soiling crops not only can a 
much larger number of cows be kept on 
_@ given area of land, but the land may 


. be brought ‘into a higher state of culti- 


vation and fertility, and. much. grain 
may be spared. 
Protection From Lightning. | 
The weather bureau of the United! 
States department of agriculture has re- 
cently issued a circular of information, 
by Mr.. Alexander McAdie, upon ‘‘Pro- 
tection From Lightning.’’ Itis designed 
to give valuable information to the peo- 
ple in regard to the character of light- 
ning flashes, the. danger to be appre- 
hended from this source and the best 
methods of protection. In this connec- 
tion it offers many practical suggestions 
and gives some some valuable instruc- 
tions regarding the erection and use of 
lightning rods. According to data con- 
tained in this circular, lightning destroys 
2,000,000 worth of buildings annually 
in the United States. The largest num- 
ber of buildings struck are in New Eng- 
land, and it is stated that the risk of be- 
ing struck by lightning in the country 
is five.times greater than in the city.

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TURNIPS AS A SECOND CROP, 


Yhe Expense Is Small and the Value Great 
as Feed For Stock, é 


*” Land from which crops are harvested 


early in the summer should not be al- 
lowed to go idle, and there is no second 
crop so valuable to grow on it as tur- 
nips. Even fair success can be had when 
the turnip seed are sown in the cornfield 
when it is worked the last time, writés 
a correspondent of American Cultivator. 
He says: The roots may not get. large 
enough to sell in the market, but the 
will be of great value as feed for cattle 
and sheep, and also for home'nse, One 
of the best fall pastures for sheep, hogs 
and cattle is a cornfield from which the 
corn has been gathered and where young © 
‘turnips are growing. The animals find 
great nourishment for a month or more 
in such a'turnip patch. They will eat 
both cornstalks and turnips as the mood 
seizes them. After they have finished the 
field the roots left in the ground can be 
taken up some mild day in the-fall and 
stored for winter use, but sheep and 
hogs, as a rule, will root down and eat 
the yery ends of the roots, 

The early flat varieties of turnips are 
profitable even when they sell for only 25 
cents per bushel, and this price cam be 
obtained for them at nearly any season 
of the year. “They more often bring 30 
or 40 cents per bushel, so that the labor 
is well paid. The rutabagas, or Swedes, 
cannot be grown so successfully as a sec- 
ond crop unless planted very early in 


_the.season,..as they. require..considerable..| . 


time to ripen before freezing weather. 
They are in more demand, however, 
and bring 50 cent per bushel when the 
flat turnips sell for half that. One thing 
about turnips is that if there is no prof- 
itable market for them they will always 
repay one for growing them as food for 
cattle. f ok 

Tho expense of growing the crop is 
small. ‘Tho seed is cheap, and the land 
used would otherwise remain idle for 
The land is al- 
ready soft and meliow from the cultiva-

y Conquering the Grasshopper. 

A machine used with sucéess ‘in Ver- 
mont carries two pans of galvanized 
iron 8 feet long, 16 inches wide, 4 feet 
deep and having a back 18 inches high. 
These pans dre divided into three sec- 
tions and fastened to wooden shoes, into 
which they are set about 14¢ inches 
from the ground. The apparatus is at- 
tached to a pair of wheels with a long 
axle—one that runs through the wheels 
about 18 inches being the best. The 
pans are filled withan emulsion. Either 
kerosene and water, soft soap and wa- 
ter, chloride of lime and water or any of 
the soap powders are good. Each section 
of the pans holds about three gallons of 
water and has to be refilled for each 
catch. Tocatch the grasshoppers to ad- 
vantage one should take them vay La 
‘the morning or at sunrise, when they 
are on the grass, feeding. Two men and 
two horses are needed for each machine, 
as one horse could not stand it to drag 
‘the heavy apparatus through the "grass,

Why Tomatoes Rot, 

The rotting of the first formed toma- 
toes before they fairly ripen indicates 
excess of nitrogenous fertilizer and de- 
ficiency of mineral, especially of potash, 
The tomato is full of seeds, and-~these 
require potash.. A dressing of . wood 
ashes or of potash salts. should always. 
be applied when planting tomatoes. It 
is better than stable manure, which 
makes large leaf growth with compara- 
tively little fruit. Nitrate of soda, how- 
ever, is good for both growth and fruit- 
fulness. _It_also helps to make the crop 
ripen earlier than it otherwise would.

ROCKERY CONSTRUCTIONS.

Water plants require their full portion 
of soil below this level, but must be 
used sparingly, so that the beauty of the 
water itself may be revealed. 

Rockeries are intended to develop plant 
life. They are arranged to hold soil for 
plants by suspending masses above mass- 
es, showing more plant life impressions

Rock walls are formed on the princi- 
ples shown by Fig. A. Soil and plants 
are held on their surface by being built 
on the ‘‘pigeonholé” system, These vary 
in size and form.

When earth is required to be-held per- 
pendicularly to a height of 20 feet, more 
or less, rock binders are used, as shown in 
Fig. C..

ROCKERY CONSTRUCTIONS, 

(see Fig. D) are for specimen rock 
plants. Rock pillars are built to show 
plants suspended above each other in pro- 
fusion. (See Fig. E.) Ferns are often 
very effective in these arrangements, 
Rock arches (Fig. F) show how plants 
are arranged to stand over pathways sur- 
rounding the visitor: 

Rocks for plant growth should be of a 
soft nature for roots to cling to. These 
large rocks mixed with medium sized 
stonés are convenient for building. The 
large flat stones are often-useful to help 
hold the soil and plants in suspension 
above each other. Small stones are oc- 
casionally used around the edges of these 
large stones to hold the soil, as is shown 
in the rock table.

Hanging Baskets, 

Only certain kinds of, plants are suita- 
ble for hanging baskets. Such as are of 
low, compact growth, to cover the sur- 
face, and such as are of drooping or trail- 
ing habit, to-hang over the_sides. are 
best for the-purpose. A writerin Vick’s 
Monthly advises as follows: For the cen- 
ter use some. graceful plant of upright 
growth, In setting the plants in hang- 
ing baskets a layer of moss at least one 
inch in depth should be spread over the 
bottom and sides, To have the plants 
bloom freely they should be hung where 
they will be exposed to the sun at lest 
two hours every day, andin dry weather 
they need copious watering. A good 
plan isto: dip the whole basket in water 
until it is thoroughly soaked. It can be 
allowed to drip before being’ again hung 
up: :

Boston, June 12,—The following crop 
bulletin was issued bythe New England 
branch of the weather bureau for the 
week ending June ?1: 

Therv ig some complaint in central and 
northern Maine of the seeds rotting in the 
ground,” One correspondent in Aroostook 
county reports that he hears of few cases 
of potatoes rotting, but as those in his 23- 
acre field are all coming well, he thinks 
the trouble is not general or sertous, 
cool weather of all. the first partof the 
week has checked most. crops,and corn 
looks very poor; oats and potatoes have 
felt the cold wenther also. The feed in 
pastures is first class, and the grass crop 
promises well.- Some hoeing has been 
done in all sections. . Fruit. prospec:s con- 
tinue encouraging. 

Some potatoes are yet to be planted in 
New Hampshire, and many fields of corn 
for the silo have not been put in. Field 
corn that was planted early looks yellow 
and small, but has made good growth the 
last three days...Other early planted 
vegetables ure pushing ahead, There 
seems to be plenty of feed in the pastures. 
_ Grass is growing very well in Vermout, 
and pastures are generally good. The 
night temperatures have averaged very 
low, and it has been altogether too cold 
for rapid growth of field craps, 

In Massachusetts the crops generally 
have been very quick to feel the effects 
of the present warm weather. Corn is 
growing fust, a»fter-having been replanted 
three times’ in some instances, The 
earliest planted potatoes are growing very 
luxariantly, some ficlds being budded 
and the tops-nearly...cavering the ground. 
now. The prospectis goo for berries of 
all sorte, In Middlesex county peas are 
reported as never looking better, Grass 
is doing well and a fair crop is promised. 

The cool, cloudy weather- has not pro- 
duced so unlavorable. an effect on crops 
in Rhode Islanii as in the more northern 
districts. Corn has* grown. slowly, but 
did not fail to come fairly well, and is 
now pushing ahead, . Potatoes are look- 
ing well, Apple prospects are fair, The 
hay crop will not be Jurge; and in some 
places is reported light. Strawberries are 
ripening, but the crop will probably be 
smaller than last year. 

The week has ‘been more favorable in 
Connecticut than in the northern states, 
and crops have grown fa.rly~ well; al- 
though corn and tobacco need high 
temperature and sunshine more like the 
last three days. Quite a good many pieces 
of corn and potatoes are being replanted 
because of seed rotting: Early potatoes 
are showing splendidly, and, most fields 
have been hoed. All fruits look nicely.

23 shortly after 3 o'clock. Between West 
Newton and Newtonville, on Brookside 
avenue, the street is very narrow. An 
electric car stopped just asthe depart- 
ment was coming down the street; and an 
icecart drove out of a side street, thor- 
oughly blocking up one side. 

“Phe chemical engine, in°the lead, got 
safely by on theotherside. District Chief 
W. B. Randlett turned .the corner sud- 
denly, and in his efforts-to avoid the car 
he struck a pole, throwing him ott and 
demolishing his wagon. Chief Bixby 
came tearing along just then and en- 
deavored to avoid the wreck of the assist- 
ant district chief’s wagon, but struck the 
icecart with terrific force. 

He fell out on bis head, and Driver P. 
A. Rawson fell on top of him. The horse 
was thrown several feet into the air, and 
the wagon was smashed to kindling 
wood, The chief was taken to the truck 
house near by, and asked to be sent home. 
Physicians were called and pronounced 
him uninjured, but last night at. 8:50 he 
breathed his last. Driver Rawson was 
taken to the Newton Cottage hospital, 
where he'lies in a dangerous condition. 

Chief Bixby was 50 years old and was 
chief of the Newton department since 
1878, -He was born in Framingham, and 
has been a fire fighter since his boyhood. 
He was president of the Firemen’s Relief 

association and a prominent member of 
the National association. "Hewas ulso a 
Mason.
